ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1971 


Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  people  of  the 
District,  and  upon  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1971* 

The  vita]  statistics,  which,  taken  together,  are  an  index  of  the  health  of  the 
community,  were  most  satisfactory,  and  reflect  credit  on  the  services  involved. 

Rugeley  has  not  only  now  attained  figures  comparable  with  the  best,  but  can  be 
seen  to  be  maintaining  this  high  standard. 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  for  the  District  was  22,410,  an  increase  of 
1,750  over  last  year  a  total  of  20,680.  The  increase  itself  comfortably  exceeds 
last  years  increase  of  1,560  and  confirms  the  continued  expansion  of  the  District. 

The  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  for  the  year  was  665.  When 
this  figure  is  deducted  from  the  overall  increase  (1,7 30 )  it  can  be  seen  that  a 
total  of  1,265  new  residents  settled  in  Rugeley  during  the  year. 

One  may  infer  that  Rugeley’ s  intake  of  new  residents  comprises  a  large  proporation 
of  young  people,  as  the  birth  rate  continues  at  a  high  level  (27. 7)  at  a  time  when 
the  National  rate  is  declining  (16.00  in  1971 )«  Indeed  the  birth  rate  at  27.7  was 
marginally  higher  than  in  the  preceeding  year. 

Total  births  were  621,  57  more  than  last  years  564?  hut  of  course,  the  larger 
figure  has  to  be  set  against  a  higher  total  population.  When  the  effects  of  the 
age  and  sex  structure  of  the  population  are  allowed  for,  Rugeley* s  birth  rate  is 
still  24o9<> 

This  figure  is  one  computed  for  purposes  of  comparison  only,  and  in  no  way  diminishes 
the  needs  for  services  generated  by  the  actual  figure  of  27#7° 

The  still  birth  rate  was  11  and  is  to  be  compared  with  the  National  rate  of  12. 

Both  rates,  National  and  local,  are  very  creditable  and  far  below  still  birth  rates 
prevailing  only  a  decade  ago. 

There  were  15  infant  deaths,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  21  per  thousand 
live  births  (National  rate  18). 

It  is  interesting  to  note  one  infant  death  from  meningococcal  meningitis  for  the 
second  year  in  succession.  Sporadic  cases  if  this  rather  rare,  but  very  serious 
infection,  continue  to  crop  up.  There  were  two  deaths  from  congenita]  abnormalities, 
of  a  nature  and  degree  incompatible  with  life. 

Two  babies  died  of  pnemonia.  There  were  three  deaths  from  birth  injury  which,  in  a 
sense,  may  be  regarded  as  accidential  deaths,  and  there  was  one  other  death  from 
accident  (post  natal). 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  for  the  16th  year  in  succession. 

There  were  I63  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year,  giving  an  "uncorrected" 
death  rate  of  7°3<> 

When  correction  is  applied  by  allowing  for  the  youthful  structure  of  Rugeley* s 
population,  a  comparative  figure  emerges,  and  this  figure  is  12.5  (National  figure 
1 1 06)0 
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Most  of  the  deaths  were  at  advanced  ages*  Over  half  were  due  to  degenerative 
conditions  of  the  heart  and  vessels  -  wear  and  tear  deaths ,  rather  than  disease 

deaths , 

The  next  most  frequent  group  was  that  due  to  cancer  in  various  sites,  and  this 

accounted  for  14 °/°  of  the  total  . 

The  corollary  of  a  majority  of  deaths  at  advanced  ages,  is  an  enlarging  aged 
population®  If  everyone  (or  nearly  everyone)  can  expect  to  live  on  to  a  ripe  old 
age,  then  each  yearly  cohort,  reaching  the  "pension”  stage  is  bigger  than  the 
last,  and  so  the  grand  total  increases®  The  over  65* s  are  currently  some  12 ft 
{ one  eigth)  of  the  whole  population.  Inevitably  this  section  of  the  community 
contains  a  substantial  proportion  of  persons  with  increasing  disabilities,  who 
require  care  from  the  medical,  social  and  local  authority  services,  including  the 
provision  of  "suitable  accommodation". 

There  were  323  cases  of  measles  notified  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year. 

This  is  a  greater  number  than  in  the  preceeding  year.  Measles  immunisation  has 
been  available  for  three  years,  but  it  is  obvious  that  the  acceptance  rate  is,  as 
yet,  insufficient  to  achieve  control  of  the  disease.  The  vaccine  is  effective 
and  safe,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  encourage  mothers  to  have  this 
protection  for  their  children. 

Notification  of  whooping  cough  were  substantially  down  -  11  this  year  as  Compared 
with  32  the  year  before.  One  may  say  that  while  immunisation  has  not  eradicated 
this  disease,  it  is  now  reduced  it  to  the  odd  sporadic  case. 

There  was  no  case  of  scarlet  fever  for  the  second  year  in  succession. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  of  memingococeal  meningitis  were  notified. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year.  Neither  were  there  any  cases 
of  dysentery.  This  is  a  remarkable  absence  of  intestinal  infection.  Indeed  the 
only  notification  received  in  this  group  was  one  for  infective  hepatitis. 

One  new  case  of  tuberculosis  (glands  of  neck)  in  a  66  year  old  subject  was  notified 
during  the  year.  One  nulmonary  case  died  at  the  age  of  56.  With  these  minimal 
changes,  the  number  on  the  register  remained  at  20,  the  same  as  last  year. 

Routine  checks  on  water  supplies  and  upon  food  stuffs  were  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Laboratory  reports  on  water  were  uniformally  satisfactory  and  those  on  foods 
showed  only  minor  deviations  from  the  required  standards. 

During  the  uear  309  houses  and  bungalows  were  erected.  Included  in  this  total  were 
45  houses  erected  by  the  Local  Authority. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  here,  once  more,  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of 
colleagues,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support
